POWER OF THE EXECUTIVE. 


Considerable alarm is expressed over what is called the 
Growing power of the executive. It is pointed out that the 
President is having his own way about everything and Con- 
gress is diligently obedient. 

Patronage is the source of this power. Postmasters, collec- 
tors, marshals, foreign ministers, ete., all these, says a writer 
in the Forum, are among the recipients of the’ President's 
bounty. They make the machine and Congress is afraid of it. 
A machine man supported by the President can organize a 
Congressional district against the representative who is look- 
ing out for re-election. And the same motive operates to 
make the senators submissive. 

But is it all true? Probably not. A strong man in the White 
House will be a strong President. A weak man will be a 
weak President. Jackson played ducks and drakes with con- 
Sressional pretensions. Van Buren lost what Jackson gained 
and Tyler could not recover the ground. Opinions differ as to 
the fiber of the present occupant of the White House, but 
whatever he may be, a strong syndicate of strong men is 
behind him, and among the syndicaters are prominent mem- 
bers of both House and Senate who care nothing for patron- 
age. 

Here is the essential fact. The President controls Congress 
because both are directed by the same group of special inter- 
ests. Patronage cuts relatively little figure in the power of 
the executive over Congress.

CHARTER AMENDMENTS ACTED 
UPON BY CITY COUNCIL. 


BILL CONTAINS SIX OF THEM 


Vote Was Unanimous, but President 
Meier and Thuner and Carroll 
Adopted Obstruction Tactics. 


The charter amendments prepared by the 
non-partisan commission for the public 
welfare, with the addition of a clause pro- 
viding for the merit system in municipal 
offices, was sent to engrossment Tuesday 
evening by the city council. 

The vote was unanimous, but delay In 
its consideration was caused by the objec- 
tions of Councilmen Carroll and Thuner. 
To their votes was added that of President 
Meier on the motion to take up the bill 
section by section, which, Councilman 
Richards and others said, would delay ac- 
tion on the bill until time for adjourn- 
ment, 

The amendments were taken up separate- 
ly and features in each were explained by 
Former Mayor C. P. Walbridge and City 
Counselor Schnurmacher. 

The merit system amendment, which was 
taken from the amendments proposed by 
Mr. Wiggins, was added to the bill, on mo- 
tion of its author. Objections were raised 
by Capt. Hodges, who feared that further 
amendment-introducing might jeopardize 
the passage of the other amendments, all 
of which he considered necessary prelim- 
inaries to World’s Fair improvements. 

Messrs. Hotton and Richards insisted on 
the immediate consideration of the bill, 
and met all the objections raised by other 
ance of speedily 

In its amended form, the bill contains six 
amendments. The first requires prompt ac- 
on public 
e second gives the city 
to attend to special tax 
bills, the third authorizes the increasing of 
the public debt for the erection of public 
building, the fourth introduces the install- 
ment plan in the collection of Special taxes 
for street and district sewer construction, 
the fifth provides that the Waterworks 
shall remain permanently in the city’s pos- 
Session, the sixth provides for the appoint- 
ment by the mayor of a merit system com- 
mission, to classify all public offices and to 
fill them by competitive examinations, tur- 
nishing to each official a list of three 
names for each vacancy in his department, 
from which he is to make selections. 

The bill must be passed by the Council 
at Friday's meeting, passed by the House 
of Delegates and signed by the mayor be- 
fore it can be submitted to a vote of the 
people.
